ready  received  a  great  reward.  All  who  applied  for 
admission  to  our  School  at  its  commencement,  were 
wild,  unaccustomed  to  discipline,  and  almost  as  igno¬ 
rant  as  the  beasts  that  perish.  The  first  lesson  we 


taught  them  was,  that  our  word  was  to  be  the  law,  and 
we  were  to  be  obeyed ;  that  their  attendance  at  school 
was  by  our  favour,  and  not  their  will  only.  In  punish¬ 
ing  the  refractory,  it  was  our  aim  to  inflict  such  as 
would  make  them  rather  fear  to  oftend,  than  to  be 
punished  ;  those  who  showed  any  disposition  to  please, 
even  ever  so  slight,  were  appi'ovingly  noticed  and 
commended.  The  improvement  which  we  have  been 
permitted  to  witness  has  astonished  us,  and  I  never 
saw  in  any  society  respect  and  affection  more  happily 
blended,  than  among  our  Athenian  pupils.  I  will 
give  you  an  instance  of  the  kind  of  authority  we  main¬ 
tain,  and  the  disposition  of  many  of  the  parents  to  al¬ 
low  us  to  manage  as  we  please  with  their  children. 

Among  the  children  admitted  into  our  school, 
was  a  child  about  eight  years  old,  named  Annetta, 
who  came  for  many  weeks  without  attracting  any  par¬ 
ticular  attention.  One  day  I  was  informed  by  some 
of  tlie  children  who  sat  near  her,  that  she  was  taken 
ill ;  and  on  examination,  she  appeared  to  have  an  ague 
fit  upon  her.  I  immediately  got  some  warm  clothing 
and  a  pillow,  and  made  her  lie  down,  and  as  the  fit 
was  light,  she  recovered  in  about  an  hour.  I  sent  her 
home,  gave  her  some  medicine  in  the  evening,  and 
next  day  she  was  at  school,  during  which  I  gave  her  por-

to  my  authority.  Towards  the  evening  of  Saturday, 
her  mother  came  to  plead  for  her  wayward  child — “  I 
might  do  what  I  liked  with  her,  punish  her  as  i 
pleased,  if  I  would  only  take  her  into  school  again, 
and  try  to  make  her  good.''  Annetta,  she  said,  had 
not  returned  home  till  evening.  She  tlien  observed 
that  something  had  occurred,  for  the  child  wept  bitter¬ 
ly  ;  it  was  some  time  before  she  found  out  the  cause 
of  her  distress.  She  had  been  crying  the  whole  day, 
and  urged  her  mother  to  come  anil  beg  for  my  forgive¬ 
ness,  with  many  promises  of  amendment.  I  told  her 
that  Annetta  had  already  given  me  much  more  trouble 
than  all  the  other  children  in  theschix)l,and  I  had  not 
time  enough  to  devote  to  one,  whom  I  had  such  little 
hope  to  reform.  The  poor  woman  was  quite  disconso¬ 
late.  On  Sunday,  when  I  come  down  to  breakfast,  1 
found  a  plate  of  almonds  ami  six  fresh  eggs.  On  in¬ 
quiring,  I  learned  that  Annetta  had  brought  them.  I 
smiled  at  the  child’s  perseverance,  and  put  them  into 
the  clc^et.  She  was  at  the  Sunday-school,  but  I  took 
no  notice  of  her.  On  Monday,  when  I  went  to  school, 
I  took  Annetta’s  peace-offering  with  me,  and  as  soon 
as  all  the  school  had  assembled,  called  her  to  me,  and 
returned  her  almonds  and  eggs,  telling  her  that  I  re¬ 
ceived  no  presents  but  from  good  children ;  my  favour 
was  only  to  be  bought  by  good  behaviour.  ‘‘  You  have 
given  me  a  great  deal  of  trouble,  Annetta,  and  I  see 
you  cannot  be  good,  you  had  better  go  home  to  your 
house.”  She  took  her  basket  and  left  the  room  with¬ 
out  speaking  a  word,  and  I  expected  not  to  see  her 
again.  When  I  returned  home  her  mother  was  wait¬ 
ing  my  arrival  on  the  steps,  and  in  the  most  earnest 
manner  besought  me  for  her  child.  I  now  thought 
she  must  be  fully  impressed  with  a  sense  of  her  fault,

When  we  bend  their  stub¬ 
born  fingers  to  the  use  of  the  needle,  we  hope  that  ex¬ 
perience  of  the  temporal  advantages  to  be  derived  from 
this  employment,  will  convince  them  that  we  have 
their  true  interest  at  heart.  When  we  visit  the  poor 
invalid  in  his  hovel,  and  administer  medicine  for  the 
sickness  of  his  body,  it  is  in  hope  that  he  will  listen  to 
the  instruction  which  directs  to  that  which  will  cause 
liis  soul  to  live.  When  we  clothe  the  naked,  we  trust 
that  the  concern  we  manifest  for  their  bodily  comfort, 
will  induce  them  to  hearken  when  we  speak  to  them 
of  the  righteousness  of  Christ,  in  which  their  now 
naked  souls  must  be  clothed.

— The  School  es¬ 
tablished  by  the  Episcopal  Education  Society  near 
M’ilmington,  appears  to  excite  a  very  extensive  and 
favourable  interest.  Tliere  is  no  Institution  con¬ 
nected  with  the  Church  to  which  contributions  have 
been  more  freely  or  cheerfully  made;  none  which  ap¬ 
pears  to  its  supporters  so  well  calculated  to  promote 
the  great  object  of  educating  pious  and  valuable  young 
men  for  the  minTslry.  It  will  give  them  pleasure  to 
learn  that  the  public  attention  is  becoming  more  fixed 
upon  it  as  an  interesting  and  .successful  experiment. 
The  Episcopal  Watchman  publishes  the  last  Report  of 
the  School  with  the  following  remarks: 

”  We  are  gfad  to  see  these  excellent  Institutions 
recommending  themselve.s  more  and  more  to  public 
attention  and  favour.  The  school  at  Wilmington  is 
designed  for  the  education  of  clergymen.

“  We  certainly  wish  to  see  this  system  extending. 
Ministers  thus  trained,  would  serve  the  Church  better, 
without  having  laid  so  heavy  a  burden  upon  her  in 
their  preparation  for  public  service.  A  work-shop 
connected  with  a  College  or  Theological  Seminary^ 
is  advantageous,  but  does  not  enter  deeply  enough 
into  a  system  of  education.  The  labour,  productive 
labour  should  be  an  essential  part.  If  all  our  desti¬ 
tute  towns  are  ever  to  be  supplied  with  ministers* 
ministers,  to  a  great  extent,  will  have  to  obtain  their 
bread  by  the  sweat  of  their  brow;  and  they  must  learn 
to  bear  the  yoke  in  their  youth.” 

The  Churchman  and  the  Gambler  Observer  have 
also  noticed  the  last  Report  of  the  School,  and  almost 
all  religious  papers  recommend  the  system  on  which 
it  is  conducted.

Society’.s  North  India  Mission.  In  our  last  number 
we  published  an  account  of  one  of  its  most  interesting 
stations,  and  intend  on  a  future  occasion  to  present 
some  further  details  respecting  the  Society’s  opera¬ 
tions  in  India. 

“  The  responsibility  attaching  to  the  possession 
of  an  empire  over  sixty  millions  of  men,  immersed  in 
the  darkness  of  Heatlienism,  seems,  for  a  series  of 
years,  to  have  been  neither  felt  nor  acknowledged  by 
Great  Britain.  A  criminal  indifference  to  the  eternal 
interests  of  her  Eastern  subjects  marked  her  conduct; 
and,  while  she  gave  to  the  inhabitants  of  India  the 
advantages  of  an  European  government,  and  opened 
to  them  the  stores  of  European  science,  she  ne¬ 
glected  to  use  the  means  of  communicating  to  them 
that  knowledge  of  divine  truth  which  can  alone  make 
man  happy,  becaase  it  makes  liim  holy.  The  East- 
India  Company  supported  chaplains  at  the  principal 
stations,  and  a  very  few  missionaries  were  labouring 
in  India  at  the  commencement  of  the  present  century  : 
but  their  own  duties  among  the  Europeans  left  the 
chaplains  little  opportunity,  where  they  possessed  the 
inclination,  of  intercourse  with  the  natives-  The  num¬ 
ber  of  missionaries  was  utterly  inadequate  to  the 
exigencies  of  the  overwhelming  population  around 
them;  and  the  mass  of  the  people  were  abandoned  to 
a  cruel  and  debasing  superstition,  and  to  the  horrors 
of  spiritual  darkness.  By  the  blessing  of  God,  an  in¬ 
terest  was,  however,  at  length  excited  in  the  hearts 
of  British  Christians  in  behalf  of  their  fellow-subjects 
in  India,  and  efforts  commenced,  in  which  the  Church 
Missionary  SoKiety.  has  taken  a  part,  to  communicate 
to  them  the  blessings  of  Christianity. 

“In  1807,  the  Society  granted  the  sum  of  200/.,  which 
was  subsequently  increased  to  500/.,  to  a  correspond¬ 
ing  committee  which  had  been  formed  among  its 
friends  in  Calcutta,  to  be  employed,  according  to  their 
discretion,  In  promoting  the  translation  of  the  Scrips- 
tures  into  the  Eastern  languages.  In  1811,  catechists 
and  readers  of  the  Scriptures  were  employed;  and  the 
first  person  engaged  by  the  Society  in  this 
was  a  converted  Mahomedan,  Abdool  Messeeh,  who 
subsequently  received  ordination  from  Bishop  Heber,

application  of  them.  The  access  of  missionaries  to 
India  having  been  much  restricted,  it  became  an  object 
of  primary  importance  w  ith  the  Society,  on  the  last 
tencwal  of  the  East-lndia  Company’s  charter,  to  secure 
to  its  missionaries  every  proper  facility  of  entrance 
into  that  countiy,  and  protection  while  there. ^  This 
object  having  been  attained,  the  first  missionanes  left 
England  in  1814:  they  have  since  been  followed  by 
eighteen  other  labourers:  and  there  were,  according 
to  recent  returns,  engaged  in  the  eleven  stations  of 
the  Mission,  four  European  missionaries,  all  of  whom 
are  married;  one  n.ative  missionary;  besides  105  native 
catechists  and  assistants. 

<<  |(  not  be  amiss  here  to  remark,  that  the 
establishment  of  Episcopacy  in  India  was  bailed  with 
joy  by  the  conductors  of  the  Society.  While  they 
gladly  bade  God  speed  to  those,  who,  differing  in 
sentiment  from  themselves,  were  conscientiously  pur¬ 
suing  one  common  end — the  advancement  of  their 
Master’s  kingdom — they  could  not  but  regard  this  event 
as  well  calculated  to  unite  and  strengtlien  the  effoKs  of 
those  members  of  their  own  communion  who  were 
labouring  for  the  spiritual  interests  of  India;  and  they 
looked  up  to  the  Head  of  that  extensive  diocese,  not 
merely  as  a  controlling  power  over  the  subjects  of 
Ills  ecclesiastical  jurisdiction,  but,  under  God,  as  a 
master-spring,  imparling  vigour  as  well  as  regularity 
to  the  efforts  of  those  who  are  engaged  in  seeking 
‘  for  Christ’s  sheep  that  are  dispersed  abroad,  and  for 
His  children,  who  are  in  the  midst  of  this  naughty 
world,  that  they  may  be  saved  through  Christ  for 
ever.*  In  conformity  with  these  sentiments,  and  with 
the  constitution  of  the  Society,  desirous  of  adhering 
to  the  discipline  as  well  as  attached  to  the  doctrines 
of  the  Church  of  England,  its  missior..aries,  by  the 
standing  regulations  of  the  Calcutta  committee,  exer¬ 
cise  their  functions  under  the  Bishop’s  license,  and 
bear  a  relation  to  their  diocesan  in  India  similar  to  that 
which  exists  between  the  parochial  clergy  and  tlieir 
respective  diocesans  in  England. 

‘‘In  connexion  with  the  rainistr)'  of  the  Gospel,  the 
department  of  kducatiox  has  not  been  overlooked: 
though  this  has,  from  the  causes  already  adverted  to, 
been  considerably  impeded.  In  the  various  schools,  * 
maintained  by  the  Society,  there  were,  according  to 
a  late  report  published  .at  Calcutta,  15  J0  children  re¬ 
ceiving  the  benefits  of  Christian  instruction. 

“  The  important  work  of  native  female  education 
was  commenced  at  Calcutta  early  in  1822,  and  has 
met  with  much  encouragement.  A  I^adies*  Society  has 
been  formed  for  the  furtherance  of  this  object,  and  a 
central  school  erected  at  Calcutta.  Female  schools 
have  also  been  established  at  sevend  other  stations. 

”  The  FiiKss,  which  is  generally  found  to  render 
much  valuable  aid  to  missionary  labour,  has  had,  in 
common  with  the  other  departments,  many  difficulties 
to  encounter.  Nevertheless,  many  useful  publications 
have  been  issued  from  it;  and,  if  circumstances  admit¬ 
ted  of  its  being  pkaced  on  an  efficient  footing,  there  is 
reason  to  hope  that  it  would  become  an  engine  of 
extensive  good. 

‘‘In  thus  briefly  sketching  the  proceedings  of  the 
Society  in  North-India,  one  circumstance  connected 
with  them  should  not  be  omitted.  Bishop  Middleton 
having  recommended  the  establishment  of  a  Mission 
College  at  Calcutta,  for  the  benefit  of  the  native  popu¬ 
lation  of  India;  and  the  Society  for  the  Propagation  of 
the  Gospel  in  Foreign  Farts,  and  that  for  Promoting 
Christian  Knowledge,  having  each  contributed  the 
sum  of  5,000/.  toward  this  important  undertaking,  the 
‘Church  Missionary  Society,’  in  1820,  granted  a  simi¬ 
lar  sum.  This  was  follow-ed  by  an  annual  grant  of 
1,00U/.  during  the  six  following  years;  but  the  reduced 
slate  of  the  Society’s  means,  since  1826,  has  led  to 
its  discontinuance.  The  committee,  wishing  to  per¬ 
petuate  the  memory  of  their  regarded  Bishop  licber, 
directed,  in  1826,  the  appropriation  of  a  sufficient 
sum  for  the  foundation  in  Bishop’s  College  of  two 
Theological  Scholarships,  to  bear  the  name  of  ‘  Bishop 
Heber’s  Church  Missionary  Scholarships,’ the  perpetual 
nomination  to  which  is  vested  in  live  Society’s  repre¬ 
sentatives  at  Calcutta.”

**  This  excellent  prelate,”  says  the  Missionar}’ 
Herald,  “  of  whom  the  missionaries  speak  with  so 
much  respect  and  affection,  and  who  seems  to  have 
secured  the  love  and  esteem  of  all  the  friends  of 
Christianity  in  India,  has  fallen  a  sacrifice  to  the  ex¬ 
cessive  labours  required  of  him  by  his  extensive  dio¬ 
cese.  He  died  on  the  7th  of  July,  soon  after  his  re¬ 
turn  to  Calcutta  from  the  visitation  in  which  he  was 
engaged  wlien  on  the  island  of  Ceylon.  Mr.  Wina- 
low  remarks  that  the  spirit  manifested  by  Bishop 
Turner,  and  his  whole  conduct  while  at  Jaffoa  corres¬ 
ponded  well  with  the  character  given  of  a  Bishop  by 
Paul,  in  his  Epistle  to  Timothy.  Bishop  Middleton, 
the  first  who  was  raised  to  the  Episcopal  dignity  in 
India,  died  on  the  8th  of  July,  1822.  Bishop  Turner 
is  the  fourth  Bishop  of  that  diocese  who  has  died 
within  nine  years.”

CEYLON. 

Slallon  of  the  American  Board  of  Commissioners  at 
BailicoUa — visit  of  the  late  Bishop  of  Calcutta  to  the 
Station. 

In  the  last  number  of  the  Missionary  Herald  we 
find  an  account  of  the  examination  of  the  School  at 
Batticotta  during  the  visit  of  Bishop  Tcbwer.  The 
female  school  exhibited  specimens  of  their  sewing, 
and  a  small  portion  of  the  New-Testament  was  read 
b3'each  scholar.  Of  the  examination  of  the  ‘‘  Prepara¬ 
tory  School  and  Seminary,”  a  minute  account  is  given 
from  the  Journal  of  Mr.  Poor,  from  which  we  extract 
the  following: — 

The  fourth  class, consisting  of  thirty  members,  were 
first  examined;  half  of  them  in  construing  the  New- 
Testament  from  English  to  Tamul,  and  the  other  half 
in  vulgar  fractions.  The  third  class,  twenty  in  num¬ 
ber,  were  then  examined  in  the  first  lessons  on  astro¬ 
nomy.  The  second  and  third  classes  were  minutely 
examined  in  Scripture  history  and  chronology.  This 
exercise  was  closed  by  the  members  of  the  second 
class,  eighteen  in  number,  repeating  each  one  a  dif¬ 
ferent  portion  of  Scripture,  selected  by  himself,  prov¬ 
ing  that  the  great  events,  represented  by  the  stone 
spoken  of  in  Nebuchadnezzar’s  vision,  ‘‘  which  was 
cut  out  without  hands,  and  which  smote  the  image,” 
&c.,  will  be  accomplished  in  their  time,  viz.  ‘‘In  the 
days  of  these  kings,  shall  the  God  of  heaven  set  up 
a  kingdom  which  shall  never  be  destroyed.”  After 
a  short  recess,  the  first  class,  twenty  in  number,  were 
examined  in  Euclid’s  I'dements  and  in  the  Gospel  of 
Luke.*  A  few  specimens  of  declamation  were  then 
given  on  subjects  relating  to  the  Hindoo  system  of 
mythology  and  science,  closed  by  an  address  to  the 
Bishop,  pronounced  by  a  member  of  the  first  class, 
(though  not  composed  by  him,)  in  behalf  of  his  fel¬ 
low-students;  the  object  of  which  was  to  describe  in 
a  few  particulars  the  nature  of  the  mental  process 
rehiting  both  to  science  and  religion,  through  which 
the  members  of  the  Seminary  have  passed,  from  the 
time  of  their  being  brought  under  the  tuition  of  the 
missionaries  to  the  present  period.  After  the  address, 
the  Bishop  expressed  the  gratification  he  had  felt  on 
the  occasion,  and  also  presented  some  weighty  consi¬ 
derations  to  induce  the  students  to  persevere  in  the 
course  on  which  they  have  entered,  assuring  them  of 
his  best  wishes,  and  of  bis  readiness  to  co-operate  with 
the  conductors  of  the  seminary  in  forwarding  their 
designs. 

Thus  ended  the  exercises  of  a  very  busy  day.  On 
comparing  this  examination  with  those  that  have  pre¬ 
ceded  it,  two  circumstances  are  worthy  of  notice  as 
being  peculiar.  One  is,  that  a  far  greater  portion  of 
lime  than  usual  was  spent  in  the  examination  of  the 
classes  in  biblical  studies;  the  other,  that  the  Bishop 
acted  the  part  of  an  examiner  in  all  branches  to  a 
greater  extent  than  any  other  person  who  has  hitherto 
visited  the  seminary.  Before  taking  leave  of  us  he 
intimated  that  it  was  his  intention  to  furnish  us  with 
some  memento  of  his  visit,  and  of  his  cordial  appro¬ 
bation  of  our  plans  of  procedure.  He  also  requested 
a  statement  of  particulars  relating  to  the  destruction 
of  the  mission  premises  at  Manepy,  saying  it  was  his 
intention  to  use  hia  influence,  in  procuring  subscrip 
tions  in  aid  of  the  repairs  of  the  station. 

As  a  substitute  for  many  remarks  that  might  be 
made,  expressive  of  our  views  of  the  character  of 
Bishop  Turner,  I  shall  only  observe  that  his  whole 
deportment  was  such  as  forcibly  to  remind  us  of  the 
description  of  Bishops  drawn  by  the  pen  of  inspira 
tion.  All  who  are  interested  in  the  welfare  of  Zion 
have,  we  think,  cause  for  special  thanksgiving  to  the 
great  Head  of  the  Church,  for  appointing  in  his  pro-

KENTDCKY. 

From  the  Report  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Gibbixoz,  residing 
at  Russelville. 

“  It  requires  too  much  room,  and  perhaps  would  be  of 
little  service,  to  give  the  names  of  all  the  persons  I 
have  met  with  since  my  last  report,  who  were  in 
whole  or  in  part  raised  in  the  Episcopal  Church,  and 
still  feel  a  partiality  for  her  pure  and  evangelical  wor¬ 
ship.  1  have  found  them  scattered  through  the  whole 
of  this  wide  and  deeply  interesting  country.  But  they 
are  literally  scattered,  and  the  day  is,  1  fear,  far  distant 
when  they  will  be  all  aroused  to  their  former  degree 
of  attachment,  and  be  supplied  with  the  privileges  of 
Episcopal  ministrations. 

“Within  the  last  six  months  I  have  celebrated 
one  marriage,  officiated  at  two  funerals,  and  admitted 
eight  children  to  the  rite  of  baptism.  The  number 
of  baptisms  would  have  been  greater,  but  for  disap- 
pointjjients  arising  from  bad  weather,  and  other  similar 
causes.  I  have  appointments,  where  1  expect  to  hap 
lize  children  at  several  places  in  tlie  course  of  six 
weeks.  Near  Russelville  4;  at  Uopkinsonville  2;  at 
Clarkville  2  if  not  more;  and  at  Henderson  6. 

“  With  a  few  exceptions,  my  Sundays  have  been 
spent  at  Russelville,  Clarksville,  or  Uopkinsonville 
The  principal  difference  has  been  in  devoting  more 
tinre  to  the  latter  place,  and  preaching  more  frequently 
in  the  country.  I  have  several  regular  appointments 
in  the  country,  where,  if  we  had  men  to  give  attend¬ 
ance,  considerable  congregations  could  be  raised 
have  spent  one  Sunday  also  at  Bowling  Green,  and 
preached  there  three  times,  to  very  respectable  con¬ 
gregations.  This  is  an  interesting  place,  and  offers  a 
very-  good  opening  for  a  clergyman  of  our  Church, 
found  several  families  in  the  town  and  vicinity,  who 
professed  great  attachment  to  the  Church,  and  were 
very  grateful  for  my  attendance  among  them.  I  have 
also  spent  one  week  at  Henderson,  on  the  Ohio  river, 
where  I  preached  six  limes.  In  this  I  was  met  by  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Page,  of  Louisville,  who  also  preached 
twice,  and  administered  the  Lord’s  Supper,  and  aided 
in  the  organization  of  a  parish.  I  have  never  .seen 
so  much  anxiety  in  a  new  place,  to  enjoy  the  ministra 
tions  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  as  at  this  village.  I  never 
witnessed  so  much  readiness  to  take  measures  for  the 
establishment  of  the  Church  in  any  part  of  the  country 
The  service  was  performed  in  a  most  solemn  and  de 
votional  manner,  after  the  first  public  explanation  of 
Its  nature.  The  Communion  presented  a  scene,  the 
most  impressive  1  ever  witnessed.  A  parish,  called  St 
PatiVs,  was  organized  under  very  auspicious  clrcum 
stances;  and  a  subscription  to  erect  a  Church  edifice 
had  amounted  when  I  left,  to  about  §1,000,  with  the 
prospect  of  $400  or  $500  addition.  I  do  not  think 
the  number  of  Episcopal  families  in  the  vicinity  less 
than  forty.  I'he  number  of  communicants  may  be 
about  ten  or  fifteen.  It  is  certainly  very  desirable  that 
they  should  be  supplied  with  a  clergyman  of  talents, 
piety,  and  prudence.  If  such  a  one  should  go  there 
at  this  time,  I  hare  little  doubt,  but  he  would  unite 
the  most  of  the  population  in  favour  of  the  Church  and 
there  is  not  the  least  doubt  but  he  would  be  liberally 
supported.  Firmer  friends  can  no  where  be  found

“  The  visit  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  Meade  through 
this  country  in  June  last,  left  an  impression  very 
favourable  to  the  Church,  and  created  no  small  degree 
of  excitement  in  some  places.  That  favourable  im 
pression  has  been  considerably  deepened,  and  the 
exciteqpent  increased,  by  a  late  visit  from  the  Rev.  B 
B.  Smith,  and  the  Rev.  Gideon  M'Millan  during  the 
last  month.  These  gentlemen  remained  several  day 
at  Uopkinsonville,  and  several  at  Russelville.  At 
this  place  a  Communion  has  been  instituted  of  about 
ten  members,  and  a  parish  organized  of  about  thirty 
families.  The  name  of  our  parish  is — Grace  Church. 
have  concluded  to  act  as  the  rector  of  this  parish 
and  hereafter  to  confine  my  labours  to  this  county 
“  We  might  have  organized  a  parish  also  at  Rus 
selviile,  but  deferred  it  from  prudential  reasons,  till 
we  can  get  a  person  to  come  and  take  charge  of  it 
have  been  endeavouring  to  make  arrangements  to  this 
effect.  About  $200  have  been  subscribed  for  minis¬ 
terial  services,  and  a  small  number  of  classical  scholars 
will  increase  the  sum  to  $500  or  $700.  This  has  been 
offered  to  the  Rev.  Gideon  M'Millan,  who  will  probably 
accept,  if  he  can  get  his  place  supplied  at  Danville. 
The  people  seem  very  desirous  to  have  him  come,  and 
I  have  no  doubt  that  his  location  at  Russelville  would 
be  the  means  of  raising  two  flourishing  congregations; 
one  at  Russelville,  and  one  ten  miles  to  the  south  of  it. 

“  It  has  ever  been  my  desire  to  release  the  Society 
from  the  burden  of  my  support,  so  soon  as  I  could 
unite  the  means  of  supporting  myself  with  any  field  of 
useful  labour.  The  time  has  now  arrived.  I  have  within 
the  two  last  months  received  no  less  than  five  offers, 
either  of  which  would  have  answered  the  object  in 
view.  I  have  accepted  the  appointment  as  principal  of 
the  Hopkinsonville  Female  Academy,  a  public  insti¬ 
tution,  and  very  flourishing.  My  duties  will  commence 
about  the  first  of  January.  I  must  then  contract  the 
field  of  my  labour.  Many  places  where  I  have  hitherto 
officiated  must  be  given  up,  and  1  shall,  therefore, 
cease  to  act  as  your  Missionary  after  this  date. 

In  taking  leave  of  the  Society,  and  narrowing  down 
my  labours  to  one  spot,  I  cannot  avoid  making  one 
more  effort  to  turn  the  attention  of  Christians,  and 
particularly'  of  Christian  ministers,  to  the  wide  and  still 
widening  field,  ready  white  for  the  harvest,  that  spreads 
before  them.  When  I  came  to  this  country,  a  little 
more  than  one  year  since,  the  mention  of  establishing 
the  Episcopal  Church  here,  seldom  failed  to  call  up 
a  smile  of  pity  for  the  weakness  of  those  who  designed, 
and  the  difficulties  of  the  man  who  had  the  execu* 
tion.  When  1  looked  around  I  could  meet  scarce  a 
look  of  encouragement.  My  first  efforts  were  repelled 
with  coldness  and  indifference,  ahnost  chilling,  and 
my  patience  and  perseverance  in  the  work  actually 
ridiculed.  The  prejudice  against  the  Church  was  almost 
universal,  and  overwhelming.  Even  the  few,  uho 
amid  opposing  prejudice,  had  the  daring  to  avow 
the  name,  had  for  the  most,  sadly  mistaken,  or  totally 
lost  the  spirit  of  churchmen;  while  a  vast  majority, 
whose  early  education  and  predilections  were  in 
favour  of  the  Church,  liad,  wearied  with  disappointed 
expectations,  united  with  other  religious  societies,  or 
like  the  aged  prisoner  in  the  Bastile,  been  so  long 
excluded  from  the  pure  light  of  heaven,  that  they  had 
become  satisfied  with  the  darkness  and  death  that 
spreads  its  universal  dominion  over  the  soul  of  the 
natural  man.  But  this  narrow  view  has  gradually 
widened  as  I  advanced.  This  sable  gloom  is  slowly 
but  steadily  clearing  away,  and  the  prospect  isbecoming 
both  bright  and  beautiful,  rich  and  glorious,  to  the  be¬ 
holder.  Prejudice  is  fast  loosing  its  hold.  Truth  is 
forcing  its  evidence  upon  the  mind.  Serionsness  and 
solemnity  now  bring  to  the  house  of  worship  many, 
who  lately  came  only  from  motives  of  idle  curiosity. 
Many  are  inquiring  the  way  to  Zion  with  their  faces 
thitherward.  Ancl,  I  believe,  that  could  we  obtain 
single  men,  they  could  find  ample  support  at  Bowling 
Green,  Russelville,  HopkinsonTille,  Clarksville,  and 
Henderson;  and,  perhaps,  at  Eddyrille,  Morganfield, 
Smithlaud,  and  Elizabethtown. 


against  what  are  usually  denominated  four  days’  meet 
ings.  From  what  this  arises  we  well  know.  Meet¬ 
ings  of  such  a  nature  have  sometimes  been  conducted 
under  circumstances  by  no  means  favourable  to  true 
religion.  VVe  all  acknowledge  that  every  thing  which 
may  injure  the  cause  of  Christ,  should  be  carefully 
avoided  :  but  alas  i  the  Church,  in  guarding  against 
one  extreme,  has  fallen  into  another,  and  formal  cold¬ 
ness  now  exists,  where  misguided  seal  once  predomi¬ 
nated. 

“  On  ordinary  occasions,  after  hearing  the  morning 
and  evening  service  of  the  Church,  how  often  do  we 
return  home,  with  a  deep  conviction  on  our  minds, 
of  the  utter  helplessness  and  depravity  of  human  na¬ 
ture,  and  with  many  a  resolution  to  seek  out  the  way 
of  salvation.  The  majority  of  us,  we  apprehend,  have 
been  in  this  situation  ;  and  where,  by  the  end  of  the 
ensuing  week,  are  all  these  determinations!  The 
next  Sabbath  only  causes  emotions,  which  again  sub¬ 
side  in  the  routine  of  worldly  business.  But  in  meet¬ 
ings  of  this  kind,  the  case  is  far  different  The  argu¬ 
ments  which  perhaps  excited  us  but  little,  because 
heard  at  various  times  and  after  long  intervals,  arc 
all  concentrated  to  one  point,  and  urged  with  an  ear¬ 
nestness  which  very  few  can  withstand.  A  lasting 
impression  is  made,  and  they,  who  not  being  converts, 
are  yet  anxious  inquirers,  and  have  determined,  by  the  | 
grace  of  God,  to  become  all  that  is  required  of  them, 
generally  show,  by  their  after  fruits,  that  not  only 
‘  Paul  hath  planted  and  Apollos  watered,  but  God 
hath  given  the  increase.’ 

“  It  has  been  urged  against  these  meetings,  that  the 
impression,  though  powerful  at  the  time,  is  not  lasting, 
and  this  argument  is  directed  principally  against  the 
young.  To  this  we  answer.  No — from  our  own  know¬ 
ledge,  No.  But  allowing  that  some  do  overcome  their 
impressions,  and  fall  away,  whatdew^this  prove !  That 
like  all  human  means,  it  is  not  universally  successful. 

It  is  evident  that  a  vast  majority  become  zealous 
Christians,  and  that  those  who  fall  away,  are  mere  ex¬ 
ceptions  to  the  general  rule.  Not  to  mention  the 
sanction  of  many  of  our  bishops  and  other  sliining 
lights  in  the  Church,  what  other  proof  can  we  wish  of 
the  efficacy  of  sudden  conversions  than  the  example  of 
Saul  of  Tarsus !  Beside^  we  would  suggest  to  those 
who  say  that  all  conversion  must  be  gradual,  to  ex¬ 
amine  the  conclusion  to  which  their  doctrine  leads. 
Conversion,  or  the  justification  of  a  sinner,  is  the  work 
of  God,  not  of  men.  It  is  therefore  perfect  in  itself, 
and  may  be  instantaneous  as  well  as  gradual  Now 
mark  the  miserable  error  into  which  they  fall  who  re¬ 
quire  all  conversions  to  correspond  to  their  precon¬ 
ceived  opinions.  They  arc  ffuilty  of  the  presumption 
of  bringing  the  Almighty’s' acts  to  their  standard  of 
right  and  wrong. 

“  Every  man  in  the  Union  who  regards  the  signs  of 
the  times,  must  have  observed  the  almost  miraculous 
manifestations  of  the  divine  influence  during  the  past 
year.  We  hear  of  revivals  throughout  the  country, 
and  particularly  in  the  Southern  States.  This  neigh¬ 
bourhood  has  already  been  remarkably  blessed  during 
the  summer  and  autumn ;  and,  as  if  to  encourage 
Christians  to  renewed  exertion,  God  has  graciously 
commenced  another  year  with  an  exhibition  of  that 
metcy,  which  will  be  shown  to  all  who  ask.  The  ad¬ 
joining  island  of  St  Helena  has  just  been  the  scene  of 
a  revival,  an  account  of  which  we  now  transmit 

“  The  success  which  had  attepded  the  weak  prayers, 
and  still  weaker  faith  of  our  people,  cncourag^  four 
of  the  neighbouring  Episcopal  Clergymen  to  hold  a 
meeting  of  four  days  on  that  island,  for  the  purpoM  ot 
re-establishing  the  Episcopal  (Church,  which  had  at 
that  time  no  minister  and  half  a  dozen  communicants.

“  It  was  not  until  the  third  day  that  the  meeting  tc- 
came  interesting,  and  the  interest  increased  from  that 
time  until  the  close.  Then  was  the  power  of  God 
plainly  manifested.  Then  might  be  seen  the  deep 
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Bv’  the  author  of  Natural  History  of  Enthusiasm. 
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Societies.  In  order  to  prove  the  necessity  there  is  for 
discouraging  intemperance,  we  have  merely  to  slate 
that,  during  the  last  four  weeks,  no  less  than  4,070 
drunken  persons  were  taken  to  the  police  stations  in 
the  metropolis.
